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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicants' response filed 5/3/201 1 amended independent claim 20. Applicants' 
amendments in light of their arguments regarding unexpected results are persuasive 
and, therefore, the 35 USC 103 rejection over Konishi in view of Yokota from the office 
action mailed on 2/3/201 1 is withdrawn. For the reasons stated below, claims 20-27 are 
in allowable condition. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The IDS filed 2/18/201 1 included a non-patent literature document which was a 
Japanese office action dated 1/25/201 1 . The Japanese office action included 
references which were considered by the examiner. The examiner did not, however, 
consider the text of the office action which was in Japanese, as no translation to the text 
was provided by applicants. 

Examiners Amendment

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As evidenced by the prior art references of record, it is well known in the art for 
metal working compositions to comprise base oils such as triesters of fatty acids and 
glycerin, phosphoric acid esters, and sulfidized ester additives added to the base oils. 

However, the base oils of the instant application are unique in that they are 
limited to base oils having narrow content of oleic acid and linoleic acids, a kinematic 
viscosity measured at 40 °C of 5-75 mm 2 /s, a total degree of unsaturation of 0.16-0.26, 
and a viscosity index of 202-206. The phosphoric acid and sulfidized ester additives are 
also limited to very narrow concentration ranges which reflect the concentration ranges 
from the example formulations of the instant specification. The combination of base oil 
and specific additives leads to improvements in abrasion resistance when compared to 
formulations not comprising the specific combination discussed above. 

Applicants have compared their grease compositions to a known set of 
compositions which represent the prior art which in this case is Konishi. From the 
tables of the instant specification it is evident that applicants' example formulations 
perform much better in terms of abrasion resistance than known formulations. The 
comparative formulations comprising 5.0 wt% of either the phosphoric acid ester or the 
sulfidized ester did not perform as well as compositions comprising 5.0 wt% of both the 
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phosphoric acid ester and sulfidized esters used in combination. This is shown when 
comparing example formulation 6 to comparative formulation 5, wherein the example 
formulation 6 shows improvements in abrasion resistance in comparison to comparative 
formulation 5. Both formulations comprise the same concentration of additives but 
example formulation 6 comprises both the phosphorus and sulfur-containing additives 
while comparative formulation 5 only comprises the sulfur-containing additive. Also, 
applicants showed that unexpected results were only shown within a narrow range of 
additive concentration. This was persuasive in overcoming the Konishi reference 
wherein only up to 1 wt% of phosphoric acid esters is disclosed.
